Helps Everyone 


Workers Told

Who is helped by the United Fund? Is it always 


"just the other guy" or everyone? 


That question was put to workers in two kick- 


off training sessions, the second and final 
orientation at 10 a.m. today, and dramatically 
answered visually and verbally so that fund 
solicitors may be more effective this year in 
raising a record high goal of $110,000 in Navarro 
County, $7,000 more than last year. 


The initial training session was conducted at 4 


p.m. Wednesday and repeated again today in the 
Sky Room of First National Bank by Campaign 
Chairman Bob Potts. 


For those who are calling on businessmen at 


their office desks, workers on the job and harried 
housewives in the door, the campaign workers- 
seeking donations to support the work of 15 UF 
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"answers'* to many 
agencies—have to have the 
questions they will be asked, and toward that 
end, two tools were introduced to the cam- 
paigners. 


One is the updated Fact Book that thumbnails 


each agency drawing financial support from the 
"United Way'1 campaign and the other is a new 
narrated color slide presentation, "The Other 


"Who is helped?"

Guy," that asks in the inlro,- 
It could and frequently is the "other guy,

presentation. 


Over and over during the next few weeks, this 


production will be screened for as many groups 
as possible to tell the story of how the United 
Fund through 15 agencies works and serves 
Navarro County because people care for others. 


As this year's campaign chairman, Rev. Potts 


is not shy about proclaiming the need or his 
belief that it is a human responsibility to resolve 
the needs of Corsicana. 


"I'm proud of the United Fund," Rev. Potts 


asserted. "I don't think we need to be ashamed to 
ask anyone to support it or hesitant to walk up to 
anyone or siddle up to anyone's door. 


As workers, the campaign leader told the 


assembly of division chairmen and cam- 
paigners, "you have got to go eyeball to 
eyeball—it ta'kes more time this way, but it is 
well worth it." 


He was making the point that it is "easier" for 


a worker to call a prospect on the telephone and 
tell him United Fund time is here again and ask 
for a gift, which may or may not be obtained; but 
at the same time it is "easier" for the prospect 
to refuse or quickly proffer a smaller sum. 


Rev. Potts stressed that $120,000 is really 


needed just to stand still due to inflation, yet this 
year's goal of $110,000 is only a six per cent in- 
crease over last year's $103,000 campaign. 


He reminded that from 1967 to 1970, the UF 


budget remained relatively constant at $100,000, 
yet during that time there had been increased 
demands for services provided by the agencies 
and last year it became necessary to increase 
this to $103,000. 


"Is all the money really needed?" he asked, 


aware that this is one of the first questions that 
will confront workers in asking for donations. 
Rev. Potts answered, "It is," and directed 
workers' attention to this question along with 
many others in the Fact Book. 


With the assistance of executive directors or 


board representatives, the increases allotted in 
this year's budget were cited to the kick-off 
training session. 


They include $3,000 more this year for the Boy 


Scouts to help finance a full time executive to

The objective of the project, as 


recognized in the state plan is to 
produce a recommended model of

Department as the result of a com- 
prehensive survey conducted by 
qualified consultants. 


Massey's application, approved by 


the city manager, pledges that 
recommendations from consultants 
will be implemented in order to meet 
the ever increasing demands for im- 
provements within the law enforcement 
system. 


In seeking the grant, Corsicana's 


application notes no comprehensive 
management survey or staff study has 
been made of the department since the 
formation of the police department in 
the late 1800s. 


Noting substantial changes un- 


dergone in law enforcement over recent 
years, the application stresses the 
organizational structure of the Cor- 
sicana police department "is no longer 


able to effectively operate under these 
changes and additional demands, 


"Our department has a pressing 


need/' Massey states in the ap- 
plication, "to update law enforcement 
management procedures to more ef- 
fectively cope with the criminal 
element. So that our police department 
may grow to meet the ever changing 
law enforcement needs of the city, we 
wish to engage the services of a 
professional consulting firm to analyze 
the organization, operation and ad- 
ministration ... and where applicable, 
present recommendations for im- 
provement." 


The grant is proposed to cover a 12- 


month period beginning Jan. 1 with the 
city contributing "in-kind" services 
amounting to no less than 15 per cent of 
the projected cost of the study. This 
would entail "in-kind" utilization of the 
consultant services of various mem- 
bers of the police department, city 
manager, personnel director and other 
municipal staff employes.

caddo—is found all over the 
Southeastern United States. Alto 
and Crockett are the biggest 
locations of these arrowheads. 


The oldest "point arrowhead" 


in the world is called a Clovis, 


explained Young, and is ap- 
proximately 10,000-17,000 years 
old. 


Young passed around a clovis 


lie found in Navarro County and 
said one similar to it was found in 
Dallas and thought to be 36,000 
years old. 


Young is a graduate of Cor- 


sicana High School and attended 
Navarro Junior College and 
Stephen F. Austin College. He is 
also a member of the Texas 
Archeological Society and works 
with the Southern Methodist 
University Geology Department.

$586 Million Bid for Oil Leases 


. NEW ORLEANS (AP) - A federal review board convenes 
today to study high bids totaling $586 million offered by oil- 
men on 74 tracts of sea bottom off Louisiana's oil-rich coast. 


A final decision on the bids was expected Thursday. Most of 


them will be accepted — giving a financial transfusion to 
.South Louisiana's offshore drilling industry. 


Offshore work has been in the doldrums since sales of off- 


shore leases ran into a series of delays due to a series of mas- 
sive oil spills and the resulting uproar over pollution. 


The 74 tracts offered to eager bidders Tuesday were first 


scheduled for sale last Dec. 21 but a legal fight with anti- 
pollution groups delayed the event six months. 


"The total of high bids was about what we expected," said 


John Rankinn head of the Interior Department's Bureau of 
Land Management in New Orleans. 


More than $4 billion worth of oil or gas is believed to lie un- 


der the tracts. They range from 5 to 50 miles off the coast, in 
water 20 to 480 feet deep. Most of the 366,782 acres is out past 
the 60-foot depth.
